In  addition  to  the  fields  in  which  we  grow  our 
stock,  we  have  a  number  of  display  gardens  in  which 
we  have  several  plants  of  the  different  varieties  we 
grow,  arranged  according  to  color,  making  comparison 
and  selection  easy.  These  display  gardens  are  sur¬ 
rounded  by  a  grove  containing  many  acres  of  almost 
virgin  timber  so  that  the  entire  setting  is  indeed  very 
beautiful.  In  addition  to  the  peonies  and  oriental  pop¬ 
pies  which  we  grow  commercially,  there  are  many 
other  interesting  trees  and  shrubs  on  the  woodland.

There  is  another  thing  which  we  feel  will  impress 
you  at  Auglaize  Gardens  in  addition  to  the  beauty  of 
the  surroundings  and  the  location  and  that  is  the  high 
grade  of  the  stock  we  offer.  Our  list  of  peonies  and 
oriental  poppies  is  not  as  long  as  that  offered  by  some 
growers,  but  it  is  distinctly  a  quality  list.  Each  and 
every  plant  is  outstanding  in  its  class,  or  very  new  and 
novel. 


ORIENTAL  POPPIES 

Oriental  poppies  have  for  a  number  of  years  been 
arousing  our  interest  more  and  more  as  we  have  come 
to  appreciate  the  unusual  character  of  the  flower  and 
its  fascination  has  grown  on  us.  A  considerable  plant¬ 
ing  of  oriental  poppies  can  only  be  described  as  magni¬ 
ficent  and  visitors  at  AUGLAIZE  GARDENS  are 
always  held  spellbound  by  the  sight  of  thousands  of 
marvelous  blooms  of  the  wonderful  Lula  A.  Neeley 
open  at  one  time. 

As  is  the  case  with  peonies,  our  stock  of  oriental 
poppies  is  unusual.  We  grow  about  one  hundred  var¬ 
ieties  and  only  occasionally  will  you  find  a  grower  who 
lists  even  approximately  this  number.  However,  many 
of  the  plants  frequently  listed  are  so  similar  that  in 
the  ordinary  garden  they  are  unnecessary,  so  we  list 
only  a  comparatively  few  varieties,  the  choice  of  the 
lot.  The  color  range  of  these  beautiful  flowers  runs 
from  an  almost  clear  white  to  orange,  varying  shades 
of  pink,  old  rose,  lavender  to  beautiful  deep  clear  reds. 
Some  of  the  flowers  are  quite  small,  and  are  suitable 
for  the  front  of  the  border,  while  others  are  giants, 
often  eleven  inches  in  diameter.  Their  blooming  sea¬ 
son  covers  about  three  weeks. 

We  offer  some  of  the  finer  of  the  older  varieties  and 
some  very  new  and  scarce  ones.  Among  the  latter  are 
some  of  Dr.  Neeley’s  newer  seedlings,  listed  for  the

first  time  this  year,  some  of  which  have  been  written 
and  talked  about  by  those  fortunate  enough  to  have 
seen  them  for  several  years,  but  which  have  not  been 
placed  on  the  market  previously.  Some  of  these  new 
varieties  from  this  outstanding  poppy  hybridizer  are 
marvels  indeed  and  we  feel  in  time,  when  they  are  bet¬ 
ter  known,  these  varieties  will  rank  well  up  in  popu¬ 
larity  with  his  famous  Lula  A.  Neeley,  which  we  feel 
is  generally  admitted  to  be  the  outstanding  dark  red 
poppy  today. 

Contrary  to  many  people’s  belief,  oriental  poppies 
are  not  difficult  to  grow  if  properly  handled.  Most 
gardeners  who  have  complained  of  failure  with  pop¬ 
pies  have  purchased  small  pot-rooted  cuttings  in  the 
spring.  We  do  not  advise  the  use  of  this  class  of  stock, 
nor  do  we  sell  it,  as  failure  will  result  in  95%  of  the 
cases,  and  we  feel  this  class  of  stock  is  waste  of  money 
except  in  the  hands  of  an  expert.  We  sell  only  strong 
field  grown  plants,  which  are  sure  to  do  well,  grow 
and  flower  for  the  purchaser,  if  moved  at  their  dor¬ 
mant  time,  the  latter  part  of  August  and  early  Sep¬ 
tember.  Poppies  should  not  be  planted  where  there  is 
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danger  of  excessive  moisture,  in  winter  especially,  and 
they  should  be  lightly  mulched  the  first  year.  The 
varieties  do  not  come  true  from  seed  as  is  often  sup¬ 
posed.  We  recommend  large,  strong  two-year-old  field 
grown  plants  as  the  most  satisfactory,  but  in  addition 
to  the  two-year-old  plant,  we  sell  smaller  plants  and 
one-year-old  plants  of  some  of  the  higher  priced  var¬ 
ieties  at  a  lower  price.  The  price  of  the  two-year-old 
plants  is  naturally  higher  than  that  of  the  smaller 
plants,  consequently  these  smaller  plants  are  offered  in 
competition  with  other  growers  who  offer  "field 
grown”  plants  at  lower  prices  than  our  large  plants. 
This  size  will  be  just  as  healthy  as  the  large  size,  but 
of  course  produce  smaller  plants  and  not  as  many 
flowers  as  the  larger  plants  and  there  is  a  somewhat 
greater  danger  of  loss  in  transplanting.

We  quote  prices  on  two  sizes  of  roots,  two-year 
roots  which  are  strong  field  grown  roots,  all  of  which 
have  bloomed  for  us  and  which  will  have  several
